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A few thousand young Canadians are being chosen this 
year to become Young Voyageurs. During the summer 
vacation they will take part in a travel and exchange 
project for secondary school students, operated jointly 
by the federal and provincial governments and terri- 
torial administrations. 

Like the early voyageurs who first explored Can- 
ada’s vastness and beauty, the Young Voyageurs dis- 
cover for themselves the diversity and reality of their 
country. Their adventure has many exciting dimensions.

DETAILS WORTH NOTING: The program operates 
during July and August. Students travel mainly by rail, 
sometimes by air, in “units” of 24 Young Voyageurs 
(12 boys and 12 girls) and two escorts. They spend 
one week, exclusive of travel time, in a “host commu- 
nity” of the province or territory they visit, being billeted 
in private homes. 


Each province and territory agrees to play host 
to the same number of units that it sends to other 
provinces. 


There are no charges to the participants for any 
part of the program. The Young Voyageurs only need 
to take along a little pocket money for such things as 
films and souvenirs. 

In the summer of 1969 some 3,432 students and 
286 escorts (143 units) will have the opportunity to take 
part in the Young Voyageur Program. Initiated by the 
Centennial Commission in 1964, more than 15,000 high 
school students have participated in this program over 
the past five years. 

HOW THE PROGRAM WORKS: The successful 
operation of this program depends on the cooperative 
effort of the federal government (through the Secretary 
of State) the ten provincial governments and two terri- 
torial administrations. It also requires the active and 
enthusiastic participation of host communities, host 
families, escorts and the Young Voyageurs themselves.

THE PEOPLE WHO MAKE IT A SUCCESS: The Host 
Family: Providing a home for a week to a young Cana- 
dian from another province is a rewarding experience 
for a Canadian family. Just as the visitor comes to 
learn, the host family has the opportunity to meet, 
to Know, and understand better a Canadian from an- 
other part of Canada. 

The host family offers the visitor a homé in the 
truest sense. The guest is young. His visit may be his 


first experience in travelling by himself. He may find 
the customs and perhaps the language of his host 
family strange, and he may be ill at ease when he first 
arrives. By treating the young visitor as a member of 
the family, and by providing the friendly hospitality of 
a good host to a guest in his house, the family does 
much to break down the initial barriers, and can make it 
easy to develop a closer understanding. 

The Escorts: A man and a woman accompany each 
unit of students as escorts. They are responsible for the 
well-being of the young travellers from the time the unit 
assembles until it has completed its program. Escorts 
are usually secondary school teachers with experience 
in youth activities, and are carefully selected by the 
provinces to assume such great responsibilities. 

The Young Voyageurs: Selection of students to 
participate in this program is administered by provincial 
departments of education. Students chosen are usually 
between 15 and 18 years of age, in the second last year 
of secondary school, who have demonstrated by their 
leadership ability, personality, and community involve- 
ment that they are worthy representatives of their 
school and province. 

To achieve the objectives of the program the 
Young Voyageur should have, or be prepared to ac- 
quire, a good general knowledge of his own province — 
its geography, history, development, and its current 
problems. He should be able to discuss and compare 
his home community and province with residents of the 
community and province he will visit. The exchange of 
ideas should give both the traveller and his host a 
better understanding of each other, and — it is hoped — 
a better appreciation of this country and its achieve- 
ments. 


HOW TO TAKE PART: Students who wish to parti- 
cipate, either as Young Voyageurs or hosts, should dis- 
cuss the program, first with their parents and then with 
their principal. 

Adults who wish to participate as escorts, host 
families, or volunteer workers in the host community, 
should communicate with the provincial co-ordinator of 
their province.
